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immy Hawkins is a filmmaker who believes that people are capable 
of extraordinary achievements. He produced biopics about Satchel 
Paige, first black to play in a major baseball league; Mother Seton, 
~d first native American to attain sainthood; and Evel Knievel, the fa- 
mous s motorcycle daredevil. This is how his dedication to another true story 
grew into a two-hour movie on your Disney Channel. 
Hawkins was handed the autobiography of Morris Frank ata family gather- 
ing four years ago. Frank, a young Nashville athlete, was blinded by 
an accidental knockout punch from a careless opponent during 
a practice boxing match in 1927. He refused to be hin- 
dered by a cane. He went to Switzerland and brought 
home the first Seeing Eye dog. 
Happy ending? No, it’s really just 
the beginning of an inspiring story 
about a brave, dauntless man who, 
for the rest of his life, would fight to 
make society sympathetic to the spe- 
cial needs of the blind. 

“Frank confided to a schoolmate at 
their 50th class reunion that if he hadn't 
been blinded, he never would have 
been the useful human being he turned 
out to be,” Hawkins says. “Being blinded 
gave him a mission in life. It fulfilled 

his destiny. 
“I read his book and realized that 
this man's life was meant to be put 
, on film. I felt dedicated to pro- 
| duce it^ What Hawkins did not 
know was that he was embark- 
ing on a crusade. 

The book that became 
"Love Leads the Way" seemed 
to have everything in terms of 

A heart, human interest and 
| S universal appeal. But it lacked 
sex and violence, as every 
studio that turned it down 
pointed out to Hawkins. 
Without those elements, so 
network executives said, the 
story didn't have a chance. For 
1 ` three years Hawkins perse- 
vered, determined to see his 
project through. 

“Then came The Disney 
Channel,” he says, “and every- 
thing fell into place.” 

By the time Hawkins sub- 
mitted his story, the Channel 
was looking for filmable 
properties. After getting the 

green light, Hawkins signed 
the distinguished author 

Henry Denker to write the 

screenplay and Academy 
Award winner Delbert 
Mann to direct it. 


"Del, as it turned out, had a real feel 
for the story. Back in the 1950s he did a 
live TV show about blind people, and 
Morris Frank was on it,’ Hawkins says. 

“We had the same wonderful luck 
with the cast. Each star divulged a per- 
sonal reason for accepting the role. 
Timothy Bottoms, who plays Morris 
Frank, told us he was deeply affected by 
the integrity of the character and story. 
He's a dog lover—has six of his own on 
his ranch at Big Sur — and it was love 
then and there when he met the Ger- 
man shepherd that plays his dog guide. 
He fed her, played ball with her, and 
even let her sleep at the foot of his bed at 
night." 

Academy Award winners Eva Marie 
Saint, Patricia Neal and Ernest 
borgnine brought equal enthusiasm 
and devotion to their roles. Miss Saint 
plays Dorothy Eustis, who founded The 
Seeing Eye, Inc.; Miss Neal, Morris 
Frank's mother; and Borgnine, the 
senator who contends that "seeing is 
believing.” Other stellar names include 
Ralph Bellamy, Arthur Hill, Glynnis

O'Connor and Susan Dey. 

One co-star, however, was unable to 
express herself except through her per- 
formance. Pilot, a seven-year-old Ger- 
man shepherd, portrays Morris Frank's 
dog guide Buddy. 

This exceptional dog was found by 
trainer Ron Bledsoe at the Wendy Way 
Kennels in Bowling Green, Kentucky. 
Pilot had recently arrived from Ger- 
many and responded well to commands 
—if they were given in German. 

"Stay became ‘blieb? ‘Heel’ was ‘fuss.’ 
‘Down’ was ‘platz,” Jimmy Hawkins 
says. “Ron had only two weeks to train 
her to act like a dog guide. She adapted 
quickly. She was a fast study. 

“The picture covers an eight-year pe- 
riod and Pilot must age visibly,” Hawkins 
continues, “so we reversed the usual 
procedure. Her snout was already be- 
ginning to turn white, so for earlier 
scenes Pilot had to go to makeup to have 
her white hairs darkened.” 

Two backup dogs, a two-year-old 
movie-trained male named Graf and a 
17-month-old dog guide named

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Whimsy, were on 
hand to understudy Pilot. 

"She really didn't need them," Haw- 
kins says. "When they acted, it was 
usually to give our hard-working star a 
rest." 

Location scenes in Nashville were 
completed without a hitch, thanks in 
great measure to director Mann who is 
co-chairman of the Tennessee Film 
Commission. 

For sequences in the film that take 
place in Switzerland, Hawkins adds, he 
moved the company to the Swiss-style 
community of Leavenworth, Washing- 
ton on the eastern slopes of the Cascade 
Mountains. 

Looking back on his resolve to put 
"Love Leads the Way" on the screen, 
Hawkins sums it up in three sentences. 

"It took four years to get started and, 
once we began shootng, six months 
to finish. I believed in it then and I be- 
leve in it now. It's a story that de- 
mands telling.” ۴

There were three more 
title changes—*Wonderful World of 
Disney,’ "Disney's Wonderful World? and 
"Walt Disney"—and eventually a move to 
CBS before it left the air after 29 seasons 
as the longest-running prime time series. 

The Disney series presented the first 
stereophonic TV program (in 
conjunction with radio stations): "The 
Peter 'Ichaikovsky Story" in 1959. 

... The longest-running Disney 
mini-series was the “Tales of Texas John 
Slaughter,’ which went on for 17 episodes.
